Tea Punch. 


Make ono quart of Ceylon tea by pour- 


'1ns the bollmc water on the usual quan- 
tity of tea leaves, a heaping tablespoon- 
ful. usually. Steep three minutes, then 
add a cupful of sugar and the ju'.ce of 
three oranges and two lemons, and drop 
in a piece of peel, a small stick of cin- 
namon and four cloves. 
When cold, 


strsln Into a. pitcher, add cracked ice 
and a small bottle of cola ginger ale, 
and serve at once In tall glasses with ft 
spray of fresh mint in each glass. 


Tea and Grapefruit Jelly Salad. 


Prepare the tea the same as for the 


tea punch, except for the ginger ale and 
spices. 
When the tea has steeped, put 


In a tablespoonful of gelatine that ha» 
been dissolved In hot water, melt in the 
tea thoroughly, then strain into a "mould 
wet with cold water. 
Take the pulp 


from three grapefruit and put in a ket- 
tle with its weight in sugar and a cup of 
cold water. The juice «f an orange may 
bs added. 
Heat and boll up once, then 


squeeze through a jelly-bag. 
To this 


juice add three-quarters of a package 
of gelatine that has been dissolved In 
warm water, reheat until melted, then 
strain Into a mould wet with cold 'water. 
•'When ready to serve, cut the jellies up 
into cube? and mix them, add a half-, 
cupful of minced celery, paprika and 
enough mayonnaise, made without mtis. 
tard, to moisten. Serve In lettuce- leav«i 
and garnish with stuffed olives. 


Plum Ice with Conserve Sauce.
